BEEF INQUIRY 


IN CHICAGO 


Officers Tell About the Food 


Supply in Porto Rico. 


CHICAGO, March 15.—The 
first 


witness before the court of beef in, 
quiry today was Dr. John B. Shaw" 
surgeon of the 3d Illinois. He said 
that while the regiment was in Porto 
Rico the regiment was given canned 
roost beef most of the 
time. 
He 


declared it to have been a stringy, 
slimy mess, revolting to the senses. 
It caused diarrhoea. This was due to 
ptomaine poisoning. Ptomaine would 
develope iu a can within a very few 
minutes after it was opened. Had it 
been properly sterilized this would 
not have occurred. The heat softened 
it and tha grease and gelatine inter- 
mingled with the meat fiber. Very 
little refrigerator beef was used, as 
three quarters of it would have been 
cut off outside. 
The inside looked 


fairly well. The regiment was sta- 
tioned 25 miles from Ponce, the source 
of supply. Under cross examination 
the witness said that when the men 
stopped eating canned beef they im 
proved iu health. Sometimes bacon 
was served but 
mucti of 
it bad 


maggots. He declared that if the men 
had depended ou regular rations they 
would have starved to death. 
They 


spent their pay buying things at the 
commissary stores or in the city. The 
broad was sour, but he thought this 
was due to the fact that cooks did not 
know how to bake it. 


Col. Fred Bennett of the 8d Illinois 


corroborated Dr. Shaw's testimony as 
to the uauseatiug character of the 
canned roast beef. Refrigerator beef 
also proved unsatisfactory aud native 
cattle were slaughtered.. 


Major Joseph A. Sauborn of the 1st 


Illinois was less vigorous in 
con- 


demning canned roast beef, merely 
declaring it unpalatable.

January 27 was tho date Becker says 


IB committed the murder. 
He asserts 


the crime was not premeditated, bn 
that he quarreled with his wife on the 
afternoon of that day, and iu the heal 
of passion he struck her ou the heac 
with the hatchet. Only one blow was 
needed to cause death. After that had 
jeou struck the sausagemaker says hi 
thought of the way to dispose of thi 
remains of his wife to destroy al 
chances of detection. 


The piece of long aud portion o

strong evidence against Becker, hi 


says, could not be any part of th 
body of his wife, aa he is certain hi 
destroyed every particle of flesh, an<

THE PRIMARIES. 


The Republican towuohip central 


committee has iixed the time for the 
Republican township primaries, has 
accepted the ii»mes of all candidates 
for al) the township offices to be voted 
for at the coming election and has 
ordered thu printing of primary elec- 
tion tickets containing the names of 
all nuch candidates for use at the 
primaries There 
i.-> more than one 


candidate for every office. This in- 
sures an interesting contest. It should 
insare a friendly contest because a 
frieudly contest means harmony after 
the primaries and at the election. 
Every Kepablicau who so deoires has 
a right to ask for office and to get the 
largest possible support liu can at thu 
primaries. The voters on the other 
hand, must be conceded their right to 
a choice at the primaries and there 
can Be no good caaso for complaint, 
oil thu part of a candidate defeated 
aapiraut, or on the part of hi* tup- 
portera. The primary, which ib opeu 
to all Republicans, is the fairest way 
knowu to politics for determining who 
shall constitute the party ticket to be 
voted for at the election. 
It is per- 


haps true that a few men vote at all 
primaries, where they iire not con- 
trolled by law, who are not entitled 
to vote at the primaries on account ot 
not being legal voters, or who will not 
support the ticket utter it is mads tip, 
but their number is small compared to 
the uumber of carelet.3 citizens who 
will not take the trouble to vote at thu 
primaries, oudwlio, it tiny l'iul voted, 
would render entirely nugatory the 
votes of those who voted who had no 
right to vote, and right here is where 
nearly all party troubles originate. 


The primary is opeu to all the voters 


of the party and if every Republican 
voted there could bo no complaint us 
to the result, because in that case the 
very bent men, according to the judg- 
ment of the majority would be on the 
ticket 
Hence if the best men are not 


always chosen the fault ih that of 
those who did not attend the primary 
aud not the inult of those who did. 
Yet this order is often reversed and 
those who did not attend the piiumry 
and made no effort to have the best 
meu nominated, do the complaining 
and criticise the ticket which was tlu- 
work of those who diJ. If no one did 
better than the voter who remains 
away from the primary the parry 
would have no ticket Ihese are plain 
facts which the stay-at-home cannot 
escape.

himself from responsibility for the re- 
sult of a primary by staying away. 
There is also a foolish notion held by 
Eome that everybody but himself is 
responsible for u ticket—a notion that 
there is a power beyond himself that 
mokes the tickets and therefore he 
hag a right to say, "i'J they don't do 
so aud so,'' or '' if they do so und so 
then there will be trouble " With a 
primary these things are imposbiUo if 
all voters attend tlio primaries and is 
only occasionally pov ib'u even v«hon 
the primaries are not well attended. 
Every candidate has his friends and 
there exists no power anywhere to say 
who shall or who snail not run .it the 
primaries, nor that tje person \vLo ha, 
a majority shall not bu the nominee.
